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Section  281.  Candidates  for  admission  must  be  at  least 
eighteen  years  of  age,  unless  an  exception  is  made  by  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  upon  good  cause  shown,  and  must  be  of  good 
health  and  good  moral  character.  They  must  have  completed  a 
four  years'  course  of  study  in  a  Boston  High  School,  or  an  equiv- 
alent course  of  study  elsewhere.  Candidates  who  reside  in  Bos- 
ton may  be  admitted  in  number  not  exceeding  seventy-live,  upon 
passing  a  satisfactory  examination  held  for  the  purpose  by  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  at  the  opening  of  the  schools  in  September. 
If  more  than  seventy-live  such  candidates  are  examined,  admis- 
sion shall  be  limited  to  the  seventy-live  candidates  who  pass  with 
the  highest  marks.  Candidates  who  do  not  reside  in  Boston  and 
who  will  pay  tuition  fees  may  be  admitted  upon  passing  an  ex- 
amination not  less  satisfactory  than  that  passed  by  resident  can- 
didates.

The  Board  of  Assessors,  in  accordance  with  the  Statutes,  has 
certified  that  the  average  taxable  valuation  of  the  city,  which 
forms  the  basis  for  computing  the  sum  allowed  the  School  Com- 
mittee for  the  present  financial  year,  amounts  to  $1,041,435,605. 

Two  dollars  and  ninety  cents  upon  each  thousand  dollars  of  this 
valuation  amounts  to  $3,020,163.25,  and  to  this  sum  should  be 
added  the  unexpended  balance  for  the  financial  year  1900-1901  of 
$18,038.15,  an  excess  of  income  over  the  amount  estimated  for 
1900-1  01  of  $4,732.03,  and  the  estimated  income  for  the  present 
year  1901-1902,  of  $40,000,  making  a  total  of  $3,082,933.43. 

This  is  the  total  legal  limit  which  the  School  Committee  can 
appropriate  or  contract  to  expend  for  running  expenses  for  the 
present  financial  year. 

Under  the  law,  $260,358.90  must  be  appropriated  for  repairs  and 
alterations  upon  school  buildings. 

The  estimated  cost  for  the  running  expenses  of  the  schools  is 
$64,366.57,  more  than  the  amount  available  under  the  Statute;  and 
the  appropriations  hereby  recommended  will  not  be  sufficient,  in 
the  opinion  of  this  committee,  to  carry  on  the  schools  under  exist- 
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ing  conditions.  Either  additional  money  must  be  provided,  or  the 
School  Board  must  take  such  action  as  may  be  deemed  expedient 
to  bring  the  expenditures  within  the  limit  of  the  amount  appro- 
priated.

termined by  the  Committee  on  the  Normal  School,  and  for  other 
candidates  a  special  examination  of  as  high  degree  shall  be  held 
by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  at  the  opening  of  the  school  in 
September.  Graduates  of  a  university  or  college,  or  of  a  State 
Normal  School,  approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  may  be 
admitted  to  the  school  without  examination,  and,  if  they  prove 
to  be  qualified,  may  be  admitted  to  the  first  class,  and  may  take 
the  kindergarten  course,  or  any  of  the  other  optional  courses  in 
one  year.  Pupils  shall  be  admitted  to  this  school  for  the  regular 
and  special  courses,  only  at  the  beginning  of  a  school  year.  All 
pupils  shall  be  put  on  probation,  and  as  soon  as,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors,  they  prove  unsuitable  for  this  school, 
shall  be  discharged.

To  the  Honorable  School  Committee,  City  of  Boston : 

Gentlemen,  —  Chapter  473  of  the  Acts  of  1901,  creating  this 
Department,  places  upon  the  Commissioners  the  duty  of  provid- 
ing temporary  school  accommodations.  In  doing  this,  the  ques- 
tion presents  itself,  as  to  who  is  to  determine  what  accom- 
modations are  necessary.  The  Act  seems  to  indicate  that  this 
Department  is  to  provide  accommodations  without  placing  the 
obligation  upon  the  Commissioners  of  deciding  whether  or  no  a 
necessity  therefor  exists,  but  it  is  evident  that  this  matter  must 
be  determined  by  the  School  Committee,  either  as  a  whole  or  by 
sub-committees.  The  Commissioners  are  very  willing  to  carry 
out,  so  far  as  they  can,  all  requests  which  come  to  them  through 
the  proper  channel,  but  that  there  may  be  no  misunderstanding 
hereafter,  the  Commissioners  feel  it  advisable  to  have  a  confer-

Report  of  Com-  Under  the  rules  of  the  Board,  the  Committee  on  New  Buildings 
mittee  on  New  are  required  to  report  annually,  in  the  month  of  December,  their 
recommendations  with  regard  to  additional  school  accommoda- 
tions needed,  and  by  recent  legislation  the  duty  of  providing  such 
accommodations  has  been  imposed  upon  the  Board  of  School- 
house  Commissioners,  with  whom  your  committee  have  lately 
conferred  upon  the  subject.  More  recently  an  enquiry  has  been 
addressed  to  each  member  of  the  School  Committee  as  to  the 
conditions  in  this  respect  in  the  several  sections  of  the  city,  and 
from  the  replies  received,  and  from  other  investigation  of  the 
subject  your  committee  are  led  to  believe  that  the  situation  has 
not  materially  changed  from  that  existing  at  the  time  of  their  last 
annual  report  (School  Document  No.  18,  1900).  Your  committee 
believe  that  immediate  steps  should  be  taken  to  provide  the 
additional  permanent  accommodations  specified  in  this  report, 
and  submit  their  recommendations  at  this  time  in  order  that  there 
may  be  no  unnecessary  delay  in  bringing  the  matter  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  Board  having  jurisdiction  in  the  premises. 


NORMAL   SCHOOL. 

As  a  result  of  efforts  extending  over  a  series  of  years,  an  act 
was  passed  by  the  Legislature  of  1899  (Chapter  239)  authorizing 
the  expenditure  of  $300,000  for  land,  construction  and  furnishing 
of  a  new  Normal  School  building,  and  it  was  hoped  that  before 
now  this  school,  which  for  many  years  has  been  hampered  in 
accommodations  and  equipment  and  compelled  to  pursue  its  work 
under  many  and  serious  disadvantages,  would  be  housed  in  a 
manner  befitting  its  dignity  and  importance.  The  present  Legis- 
lature, however,  has  seen  fit  to  repeal  the  act  referred  to  by 
Chapter  473,  and  this  school  must  now  await  action  by  the  Board 
of  Schoolhouse  Commissioners,  to  whose  earnest  and  favorable 
attention  its  needs  are  strongly  recommended.  The  selection  of  a 
site  for  this  school,  your  committee  believe  should  be  given  very 
thoughtful  consideration  by  the  Schoolhouse  Commissioners. 
Their  own  opinion  is  that  it  should  be  situated  southwest  of 
Massachusetts  avenue,  in  which  territory  they  have  no  doubt  a 
suitable  lot  at  a  reasonable  price  can  be  found.  Later  in  this 
report  it  is  suggested  that  it  might  be  desirable  to  secure  sufficient 
land  to  accommodate  the  proposed  new  Girls'  Latin  School-house 
also.  Your  committee  urge  that  immediate  attention  be  given  the 
needs  of  these  two  schools. 


girls'  latin  school. 

The  claim  of  the  Girls'  Latin  School  for  a  new  building  has  too 
often  been  presented  to  need  explanation  or  argument.     The  city 
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is  now  paying  about  #8,000  per  annum  for  hired  accommodations 
for  this  school  which,  though  the  best  obtainable,  are  far  from 
being  adequate  or  suitable  for  its  use.  There  is  no  question  that 
the  present  expensive  and  unsatisfactory  arrangements  should  be 
terminated  as  soon  as  possible,  and  the  school  provided  with  a 
permanent  home,  fully  adapted  to  its  requirements,  and  con- 
veniently situated.  It  is  suggested  that  in  the  selection  of  a  site 
the  Normal  School  be  also  considered,  as  it  might  be  desirable  to 
place  both  buildings  on  the  same  lot,  which  arrangement  would 
permit  the  use  of  one  apparatus  for  heating  and  ventilation,  while 
other  economies  in  construction  and  maintenance  would  probably 
result  from  such  proximity. 

CHAKLESTOWN   HIGH   SCHOOL. 

New  high  school  buildings  have  recently  been  completed  in 
Dorchester,  East  Boston,  South  Boston  and  West  Roxbury,  while 
the  Charlestown  High  School,  ranking  next  in  the  number  of  its 
pupils  to  the  Dorchester  and  Roxbury  High  Schools,  continues  to 
occupy  a  building  erected  in  1848,  of  insufficient  capacity,  and 
without  the  many  appliances  and  conveniences  contained  in  mod- 
ern school-houses.  Your  committee  strongly  recommend  the 
erection  of  a  new  building,  adequate  in  size,  and  of  equal  rank 
with  those  lately  provided  in  other  sections  of  the  city,  to  be 
located  on  the  present  site,  which  was  enlarged  a  few  years  ago 
for  this  purpose,  and  which  should  be  still  further  enlarged  to 
include  those  estates  adjoining  the  present  lot  and  fronting  on 
Laurel  street. 

girls'  high  school. 

It  was  found  necessary  some  three  years  ago  to  enlarge  the 
Girls1  High  School  lot  on  Pembroke  street  in  order  to  protect  the 
light  and  air  supply  of  that  building,  and  your  committee  now 
recommend  the  further  taking  or  purchase  of  a  small  lot  on  Pem- 
broke street,  belonging  to  the  German  Lutheran  Society, 
and  containing  about  4,680  square  feet,  adjoining  the  parcel 
already  acquired  and  extending  to  the  passageway  in  the  rear  of 
Tremont  street  and  leading  from  Pembroke  to  West  Newton 
street.  This  will  provide  the  necessary  land  for  the  future  erec- 
tion of  a  small  building  to  be  devoted  to  laboratory  and  gymnasium 
purposes  which  is  greatly  needed,  and  prevent  the  erection  of 
one  or  more  projected  buildings  that  would  seriously  injure  the 
school  estate.

The  Mechanic  Arts  High  School  was  designed  for  216  pupils,   Amendment  to 
hut  the  addition  and  alterations  completed  in  1890  increased  its  report  of 
comfortable  working  capacity  to  about  500.     Since  September,      0I^mi  ee 
1895,  when  classes  were  first  organized  in  all  departments,  there  Buildings, 
has  been  a  steady  and  rapidly  advancing  increase  in  the  attend- 
ance.    The  present  enrollment  is  572.     If  the  rate  of  increase  of 
the  last  two  years  is  maintained,  the  enrollment  will  be  about 
720  in  September,  1902,  and  900  in  September,  1903.     It  has  now 
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become  necessary  to  add  two  hours  to  the  daily  session  to  provide 
for  the  work  of  the  first  year  class.  It  will  be  impossible  to  lengthen 
the  session  sufficiently  to  meet  the  probable  demands  in  September, 
1902.  The  number  of  boys  to  be  admitted  to  the  first  year  class 
must  be  limited,  or  the  accommodations  of  the  school  must  be 
greatly  increased.  Your  committee  strongly  recommend  that 
additional  accommodations  be  provided  for  this  important  school, 
either  by  the  construction  of  a  large  addition  to  the  present 
building,  or  the  erection  of  a  new  building  in  the  vicinity,  and 
the  taking  of  the  necessary  land  to  permit  the  carrying  out  of 
whichever  of  these  two  propositions  may  be  decided  upon.

matter  has  been  referred  to  the  architect  of  that  build- 
ing, who  has  made  the  following  report  thereon : 


I  have  given  the  matter  of  the  painting  at  the  School  a  great 
deal  of  attention,  and  have  already  discussed  the  work  with  repre- 
sentatives from  the  Trades  Union.     Roughly  speaking,  the  paint- 
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ing  work  of  the  interior  includes  the  finish  of  tho  woodwork  anil 
the  painting  of  the  interior  walls. 

As  to  the  woodwork,  I  would  say  that  some  months  ago,  Mr. 
Baldwin  of  your  Committee  and  a  representative  of  the  Trades 
Union  called  at  my  office  relative  to  this  work,  which  in  their 
opinion,  was  improperly  done.  At  that  time,  it  seemed  best  to 
me  to  make  a  careful  expert  examination  of  this  woodwork  with 
a  master  painter,  who  should  be  satisfactory  both  to  Mr.  Baldwin, 
the  representative  of  the  Trades  Union  and  the  painter  who  is 
doing  the  work.  The  name  of  Mr.  James  I.  Wingate  was  sug- 
gested, and  I  visited  the  school  with  him  and  made  a  careful 
examination  of  the  work.  I  received  a  report  from  Mr.  Wingate, 
stating  that  in  his  opinion,  the  "Hardwood  finish  was  neatly 
done  and  in  a  workmanlike  manner.'"  It  was  his  opinion,  how- 
ever, that  a  small  quantity  of  wax  has  been  used  on  the  finishing 
coat.  I  have  since  communicated  with  the  painters,  the  Ameri- 
can Painting  &  Decorating  Co.,  and  to  my  knowledge  the  wood- 
work has  been  rubbed  down  once  and  in  some  places  twice  more 
than  was  specified.  I  shall  not  accept  this  work,  however,  until 
I  have  made  a  careful  final  examination  with  a  representative  of 
the  aforesaid  company. 

As  to  the  painting  on  the  walls,  there  has  been  a  great  deal  of 
discoloration,  owing  I  think  to  dampness  in  the  plaster.  The 
painters  have  on  account  of  this,  in  a  number  of  places  put  on 
more  coats  than  are  called  for,  and  I  shall  require  them  to  hand 
over  a  complete  job. 

I  will  say  in  behalf  of  the  painters,  that  their  work  both  on  the 
wood  finish  and  on  the  walls  has  been  done  under  most  difficult 
circumstances.  They  were  forced  to  work  before  the  floors  were 
put  in  place,  in  the  midst  of  the  dust  naturally  arising  from  the 
unfinished  concrete  floors.  This,  of  course,  spoiled  their  work, 
and  afterwards  when  the  floors  were  being  put  down  and  the  rub- 
bish attending  such  labor  was  swept  away,  the  painting  was  much 
interfered  with.  Besides  this,  there  has  been  continual  cutting 
and  jobbing  for  the  plumbers  while  the  painting  work  has  been 
going  on,  causing  a  never-ending  amount  of  dirt  and  dust  for  them 
to  contend  with.  It  is  usual  in  finishing  a  piece  of  work  to  have 
all  the  woodwork  and  flooring  complete.  This  allows  the  painters 
full  sway,  and  it  is  my  opinion  that  in  view  of  all  circumstances 
attending  their  work,  the  painters  at  the  school  have  done  a  very 
good  piece  of  work. 

As  soon  as  I  feel  that  the  painting  is  absolutely  finished  as  per 
specifications,  I  will  advise  your  committee.

Chapter.  XI.     Strike   out  Sections  126  to  130  in- 
clusive, and  substitute  therefor  the  following : 

Sect.  126.  The  questions  for  the  examination  of  candidates 
shall  be  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  Only  such  candi- 
dates are  admissible  to  the  examinations  as  can  meet  the  require- 
ments with  regard  to  character,  health,  experience,  and  gradua- 
tion from  college  or  normal  school.  The  examinations  shall  be 
conducted  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  with  the  help  of  Directors 
and  of  such  others  as  the  Board  of  Supervisors  may  need.  None 
beside  these  —  except  members  of  the  School  Board  —  shall  be 
present  at  the  examinations  of  teachers. 

Sect.  127.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  shall  grant  certificates 
of  qualification,  after  examination,  to  such  candidates  as  they 
shall  consider  entitled  to  them  as  follows  : 

High  School,  Head-Master' 's :  To  head-masters  of  Normal 
Schools  and  of  Day  and  Evening  High  Schools. 

High  School :  To  masters,  junior  masters,  assistant  principals, 
and  assistants  of  Normal  Schools  and  of  Day  and  Evening  High 
Schools. 

Grammar  School,  Masters  :  To  masters  of  Grammar  Schools 
and  principals  of  Evening  Elementary  Schools. 

Grammar  School,  Class  A  :  To  sub-masters  and  first  assistants 
of  Grammar  and  Primary  Schools  and  assistants  of  Evening  High 
Schools. 

Grammar  School,  Class  B :  To  assistants  of  Grammar  and 
Primary  Schools  and  of  Evening  Elementary  Schools. 

Kindergarten  :     To  instructors  of  Kindergartens. 

Special :  To  instructors  in  special  studies  and  of  special 
schools. 

Sect.  128.  All  candidates  for  certificates  of  qualification  must 
present  satisfactory  evidence  of  possessing  good  character,  health, 
and  scholarship.  The  other  requirements  for  certificates  are  as 
follows  : 

1.  For  the  High  School,  Head-Master' s  certificate :  A  diploma 
from  a  college  or  from  an  institution  of  as  high  a  grade  ;  five 
years'  successful  experience  in  teaching  and  governing  schools  ; 
good  administrative  ability. 

2.  For  the  High  School  certificate :  A  diploma  from  a  college 
or  from  an  institution  of  as  high  a  grade;  three  years'  successful 
experience  in  teaching  and  governing  schools. 
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8.  For  the  Grammar  School  Master's  certificate:  Five  years1 
successful  experience  in  teaching  and  governing  schools  ;  good

4.  For  the  Grammar  School  certificate,  Class  A  :  Tliroe  years1 
successful  experience  in  teaching  and  governing  schools. 

5.  For  the  Grammar  School  certificate,  Class  B  :  Two  years1 
successful  experience  in  teaching  and  governing  schools. 

G.  For  the  Kindergarten  certificate :  One  year's  successf id  ex- 
perience in  teaching  and  governing  schools. 

7.  For  Special  certificates:  One  year's  successful  experience 
in  teaching  and  governing  schools. 

A  satisfactory  certificate  in  pedagogy  or  a  diploma  from  the 
Boston  Normal  School  or  from  a  State  Normal  School  in  Massa- 
chusetts is  accepted  as  equivalent  to  one  year's  successful  experi- 
ence in  teaching  and  governing  schools. 

Sect.  129.  Certificates  of  qualification  shall  be  signed  by  the 
Superintendent  and  at  least  a  majority  of  the  Supervisors  ;  and 
no  certificate  shall  be  signed  in  blank.  The  holder  of  a  certifi- 
cate shall  be  eligible  for  service  as  a  substitute,  temporary  teach- 
er, or  special  assistant,  or  for  appointment  on  probation.  The 
High  School  Head-Master's  certificate  includes  all  the  other  cer- 
tificates except  the  Kindergarten  and  the  Special.  The  High 
School  certificate  and  the  Grammar  School  Master's  certificate 
include  the  Grammar  School  certificate,  Class  A  and  Class  B. 
The  Grammar  School  certificate,  Class  A,  includes  the  Grammar 
School  certificate,  Class  B. 

Sect.  130.  If  a  vacancy  exist  in  a  subordinate  position  in  any 
school,  and  it  is  desirable,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Superintendent, 
to  procure  the  services  of  some  instructor  who  has  not  been 
examined  as  required,  he  may  order  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to 
examine  specially  the  candidate,  who,  if  qualified,  shall  receive 
the  usual  certificate. 

Sect.  131.  No  certificate,  the  holder  of  which  has  been  out 
of  the  service  of  the  city  for  a  term  of  two  years,  shall  be  valid 
unless  renewed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  after  careful  inves- 
tigation. Teachers1  certificates  issued  under  former  regulations 
retain  their  validity,  and  if  they  expire  may  be  renewed.  The 
Board  of  Supervisors  shall  revise,  at  least  once  a  year,  the  list 
of  certificated  teachers  who  are  available  for  service.  They 
shall  strike  therefrom  the  names  of  those  who,  after  a  fair  trial 
and  careful  investigation,  are  found  to  be  incompetent  teachers. 
For  the  use  of  the  Board  and  the  committees  thereof,  a  classifica- 
tion shall  be  made  of  those  persons  whose  names  remain  on  the 
list,  according  to  their  excellence  and  their  probable  fitness  for 
certain  positions.

Your  committee, 
however,  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  salaries  of 
special  teachers  in  High  Schools  ought  to  be  arranged 
on  a  sliding  scale  of  which  the  minimum,  or  first  year's 
salary,  should  probably  be  less  than  $1,200,  and  they 
recommend  that  the  succeeding  Committee  on  Salaries 
give  careful  consideration  to  this  proposition.  But  to 
establish  such  a  scale  at  the  present  time  would  perhaps 
be  unjust  in  view  of  the  action  already  taken,  and  the 
difficulty  of  adjusting  its  application  to  teachers  who 
have  been  employed  since  the  adoption  of  the  annual 
salary  schedule  in  September  last.  With  the  foregoing 
explanation  of  their  position,  your  committee  recommend 
the  passage  of  the  following  orders :

No.  1.  Whereas,  By  the  records  of  the  last  meeting  of  this  Board 
it  appears  that  Delia  E.  Cunningham  was  elected  First 
Assistant  of  the  Weston-street  Primary  School,  without 
having  been  nominated  by  the  Superintendent,  without 
consultation  with  the  Supervisors  or  the  Principal  of  the 
District,  without  the  approval  of  the  Committee  on  Fifth 
Division,  and  without  her  name  having  been  laid  over  for 
two  weeks  before  being  acted  upon  by  the  Board,  all  of 
which  is  required  by  the  Rules  of  this  Board,  and 
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No.  2.    Whereas,  It  is  charged  that  in  February  last  the  Superin- 
tendent, with  the  approval  of  the  Supervisor  in  charge 
and  the  Principal  of  the  District,  sent  to  the  Committee 
on  Fifth  Division  an  appointment  to  said  position  other 
than  said  Delia  E.  Cunningham,  which  said  appointment

furnished  an  affidavit  that  at  the  meeting  of  Oct.  8  she  cast  a 
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ballot  for  Ada  M.  Kills,  Eor  bhe  position  in  question,  and  Mr. 
Burrill,  who  was  not  present  at  tho  meeting  of  the  Board  on  that 
date,  are  as  follows: 

No.  1.  Your  committee  find  the  facts  to  be  as  stated  therein. 
No.  2.  Tour  committee  find  bhat  the  Superintendent  did  trans- 
mit to  the  Committee  on  the  Fifth  Division  in  February  last,  an 
appointment  to  the  position  in  question  other  than  Delia  E.  Cun- 
ningham, and  that  said  appointment  was  rejected  at  what  has 
bei3n  termed  an  "•  illegal  meeting"  of  that  committee  hold  Feb. 
15,  1001.  It  further  appears  that  there  was  a  technical  violation 
of  Section  56  of  the  Rules  in  connection  with  the  calling  of  said 
meeting,  but  your  committee  do  not  consider  this  irregularity  of 
great  importance,  or  that  the  rights  of  any  person  have  been 
seriously  affected  by  the  absence  of  one  member  of  the  committee 
at  said  meeting,  more  especially  as  no  protest  against  the  action 
of  the  members  attending  said  meeting  was  made  within  a  reason- 
able time. 

Your  committee  find  that  the  Superintendent  might 
fairly  have  considered  himself  limited  in  his  choice  in  making  an 
appointment  to  the  position  in  question  by  the  terms  of  the  vote 
passed  by  the  Committee  on  the  Fifth  Division  on  Feb.  15,  1901, 
viz. : 

Voted,  That  the  proposed  appointment  by  the  Superintendent  of 

Ada  M.  Fitts  as  first  assistant,  primary  school,  in  the  Hyde 

District,  to  date  from  Mar.  1,  1901,  be  disapproved;  and  that 

it  is  the   sense   of    this   committee  that  a   teacher  in  the 

Weston-street    School  should  be  appointed  to  said  position 

as  indicating  an  intention  on  the  part  of  the  committee  not 

to  approve  the  appointment  of  any  one  not  a  teacher  in  the 

Weston-street  Primary  School.

The  Act  of  the  Legislature  establishing  the  Schoolhouse  De-  tions. 
partment,  after  making  provision  for  the  organization  of  the 
department,  and  setting  forth  its  powers  and  duties  in  a  general 
way,  provides  that  the  Board  shall,  in  addition  to  its  other  duties, 
"as  speedily  as  possible,  request  the  Street  Commissioners  to 
take  land  for,  and  shall  construct  and  furnish,  and  prepare  yards 
for,  such  Normal  and  other  new  buildings  as  prior  to  the  year 
1902  shall  be  determined  by  said  Board  to  be  required  at  that 
date,  for  the  accommodation  of  school  children,  in  addition  to 
the  school  buildings  heretofore  contracted  for  ....",  but 
the  Act  further  provides,  "nor  shall  said  Board  request  the 
Street  Commissioners  to  take  any  land  except  within  the  limits 
of  a  school  district,  which  shall  first  be  designated  by  the  School 
Committee  .  .  .  ."  This  latter  provision,  which  in  effect 
states  that  the  School  Committee  shall  first  designate  the  dis- 
tricts within  which  new  school-houses  are  to  be  located,  prevents 
this  department  from  proceeding  with  new  buildings  until  your 
committee  sees  fit  to  take  the  matter  up. 

This  department  has  now  been  in  existence  about  four  months, 
and  the  Commissioners  have  in  that  time,  to  the  best  of  their 
ability,  organized  it  to  do  all  the  work  devolving  on  the  depart- 
ment, but  up  to  the  present  time,  we  have  been  obliged  to  con- 
fine our  efforts  entirely  to  the  matters  of  repairs  and  sanitation  on 
old  buildings  and  providing  temporary  accommodations.  We  are 
impressed  with  the  serious  fact  that  there  are  to-day  a  very  large 
number  of  children  housed  in  rented  quarters  and  in  portable 
buildings,  and  that  before  any  considerable  number  of  new  build- 
ings can  be  completed,  the  situation  will  be  much  worse  than  it  is 
at  the  present  time.  The  citizens  have  evidently  expected  that 
this  department  would  meet  this  issue  of  providing  adequate  and 
permanent  school  accommodations  fairly  and  at  an  early  date. 
Under  the  terms  of  the  Act  creating  this  department,  this  work 
must  all  be  blocked  out  within  the  next  fifty  days,  but  we  find 
ourselves  powerless  to  act  in  the  premises,  and  while  we  have  no 
desire  to  interfere  with  the  workings  of  the  School  Committee, 
we  feel  it  right  that  we  should  call  your  attention  to  the  fact  that 
we  cannot  proceed  with  this  work  as  was  intended,  until  your 
committee  shall  have  taken  the  initiative  as  was  contemplated  by 
this  Act.  Although  your  committee  must  be  even  more  familiar 
with  the  situation  than  are  we,  and  the  present  necessity  for  new 
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school-houses,  still  we  desire  to  impress  upon  you  anew,  the  im- 
portance of  speedy  action,  and  we  most  respectfully  request  your 
committee  to  designate  at  the  earliest  possible  time  the  districts 
^within  which,  in  your  opinion,  these  new  school-houses  should  be 
located.

Dkak  Sir.  —  Your  letter  of  October  20th  submits  the  question 
whether  a  person  appointed  by  the  School  Committee  of  the  City 
of  Boston  to  the  position  of  Schoolhouse  Custodian  is  within  the 
civil  service  rules. 

It  appears  by  a  letter  from  the  secretary  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee that  the  duties  of  the  officer  in  question  are  "the  general 
supervision  of  janitors  and  the  care  of  school  property,  excepting 
that  which  comes  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Committee  on 
Supplies."  The  authority  of  the  School  Committee  to  choose 
such  an  officer  is  found  in  Sts.  of  1875,  c.  241,  sect.  4,  authorizing 
the  Board  to  choose  usuch  other  subordinate  officers  as  they  may 
deem  expedient,  and  shall  define  their  duties." 

The  officer  in  question  is  clearly  within  the  civil  service  rules, — 
Rule  6,  Schedule  B,  Class  12;  to  wit,  "Superintendents,  assistant 
superintendents,  deputies  and  persons  other  than  the  chief  super- 
intendents of  departments,  performing  any  of  the  duties  of 
superintendent  in  the  service  of  any  city  of  the  Commonwealth." 
The  officer  in  question  is  not  a  "chief  superintendent"  of  any 
department  within  the  construction  of  this  rule  adopted  by  the 
Supreme  Court  in  Attorney-General  v.  Trehy,  178  Mass.  186,  but  is 
a  person  performing  some  of  the  duties  of  superintendent.

2.  Because  it  is  the  common  custom  to  criticise  young 

teachers  as  narrow  and  limited  in  experience,  and 
criticisms  upon  Normal  School  training  ordinarily 
contain  these  elements. 

3.  So  far  as  Boston  is  concerned  the  criticism  is  unjust 

to  the  teachers,  unless  Boston  provides  opportunity 
for  broader  education. 

4.  Many  teachers  would  be  glad  to  avail  themselves  of  the

5.  Because  there  is   at   present  no   course   provided    for 

graduates  of  colleges  who  desire  a  professional  train- 
ing for  teaching. 

II.     Scope  of  the  school: 

1.  It  is  not  intended  to  do  away  with  the  present  element- 

ary two  years1  course.  Many  Boston  girls  would  be 
unable  to  study  more  than  two  years  and  yet  would 
be  considered  properly  prepared  to  teach  in  the  ele- 
mentary schools.  The  State  Normal  course  is  two 
years,  but  the  demand  for  a  longer  and  better  prepar- 
ation is  steadily  increasing  and  in  the  near  future 
teachers  thus  limited  will  not  be  in  the  front  ranks. 
Nevertheless,  for  the  time  being,  the  public  will  de- 
mand and  Boston  will  want  to  supply  an  elementary 
two  years1  course. 

2.  In  order  to  afford  a  larger  opportunity  for  those  who 

can  avail  themselves  of  it,  a  longer  and  broader 
course  should  be  offered.  The  courses  should  be  of 
college  grade,  and  elective.     The  pupils  should  find 
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it  possible  to  specialize  in  English,  in  science,  and  in 
history,  or  technical  work,  as  cookery,  woodworking, 
or  kindergarten,  and  at  the  same  time,  should  have 
ample  opportunity  for  observation,  practice,  and 
study  of  the  history  of  education. 

3.  A  two  years'  course  should  be  offered  for  college  grad- 

uates. There  is  a  strong  demand  for  a  professional 
Normal  School  for  college  graduates.  The  present 
collegiate  training  has  no  professional  side.  This 
must  be  secured  in  the  Normal,  or  technical  school. 
Just  as  the  laboratory  is  essential  to  the  chemist  and 
the  clinic  to  the  physician,  so  the  practice  school  and 
the  school  for  observation  is  essential  to  the  proper 
training  of  the  teachers.  Although  the  college  grad- 
uate often  succeeds  in  the  high  school  without  such 
training,  instances  are  rare  in  which  equal  success  is 
found  in  the  grades.  The  reason  for  this  is  not  far 
to  seek.  Academic  and  college  training  have  sepa- 
rated her  from  the  life  of  childhood  and  she  needs  to 
study  child  life  and  get  into  touch  with  it,  before 
taking  up  the  work  of  teaching  young  children. 

The  present  number  of  women  college  graduates, 
which  is  greatly  in  excess  of  the  number  of  vacancies 
existing  in  high  schools,  forces  those  who  wish 
to  teach  to  turn  their  attention  to  the  grades.  This 
development  necessitates  the  establishment  of  a  train- 
ing school  for  such  graduates.  No  college  can  afford 
the  proper  laboratory,- — that  is,  the  opportunity  for 
school-room  experience.  It,  therefore,  must  devolve 
upon  city  training  schools  to  organize  and  conduct 
the  necessary  courses. 

If  Boston  should  provide  a  suitable  Normal  course 
for  college  graduates,  and  a  department  properly 
equipped,  the  standard  of  the  Normal  School  would 
be  raised,  the  tendency  to  greater  and  better  prepara- 
tion would  be  strengthened,  and  many  Boston  girls, 
who  are  college  graduates,  would  be  fitly  prepared  to 
return  to  our  schools  and  teach  in  our  grades. 

4.  It  is  only  fair  to  the  Boston  girls,  who  teach  in  our 

schools,  and  who  desire  to  do  progressive  work,  that 
we  should  allow  them  this  opportunity  of  studying 
in  advanced  courses  in  the  Normal  School.  These 
courses  might  be  taken  after  a  certain  number  of 
years  of  teaching,  or  might,  possibly,  be  associated 
with  teaching,  courses  being  provided  for  Saturday 
morning  or  for  evenings. 
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The  Teachers'  Collego  contemplated  in  the  order 
will  allow  this  opportunity  to  our  teachers. 
5.  The  college  should  afford  opportunity  for  careful  train- 
ing in  kindergarten,  woodworking,  cookery,  drawing, 
music,  and  any  other  subject  which  requires  special 
training  for  teaching  special  branches. 

SUMMAKY. 

It  will  be  noted  that  the  order  contemplates, 

1.  Retention  of  all  the   courses   of  the   present  Normal 

School,  and 

2.  Provision  for  four  classes  of  teachers  in  a  more  gen- 

erous way  than  the  present  school  can  afford. 
These  classes  are  : 

1.  Pupils  who  need  longer  and  better  courses  in  distinctly 

academic  work,  as  English,  history,  or  science. 

2.  Teachers  who  desire  to  return  to  the  school  for  ad- 

vanced courses. 

3.  Teachers  who  desire  special  courses. 

4.  College  graduates  who  are  prepared  on  the  academic 

side,  but  who  need  the  professional  training. 

THE    NAME    OF   THE   INSTITUTION. 

The  present  Normal  School  stands  for  an  elementary  training, 
equivalent  to  that  given  in  the  State  Normal  School.  If  its  scope 
is  to  be  enlarged  it  would  be  a  distinct  gain  to  give  it  a  new  name, 
as  The  Teachers1  College  of  Boston.  This  would  signify  its  broader 
course,  and  would  add  dignity  to  all  the  courses. 

DEGREE. 

The  new  institution  should  demand  earnest  work,  of  high  grade. 
The  courses  should  be  made  equivalent  to  the  ordinary  college 
courses.  After  four  years'  study  and  practice,  an  appropriate 
degree  should  be  granted. 

In  conclusion,  your  committee  recommend  the  passage  of  the 
following  order.

I  have  read  the  communication  recently  sent  me  by  the  com- 
mittee relating  to  the  election  of  Delia  E.  Cunningham  as  first 
assistant  in  the  Weston-street  Primary  School  with  a  request  that 
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I  give  the  commit  toe  my  opinion  as  to  "whether  or  not  said 
Delia  E.  Cunningham  lias  been  legally  elected  to  the  position  of 
first  assistant  in  the  Weston-street  Primary  School."  I  have  also 
examined  the  records  of  the  School  Committee  of  October  8,  and 
of  their  next  meeting,  October  22,  and  1  find  that  at  the  time  the 
ballot  was  taken  prior  to  the  ballot  for  Miss  Cunningham  there 
were  22  ballots  thrown  for  Trustees  of  the  Public  School  Teach- 
ers' Retirement  Fund.  I  find  that  at  the  time  the  motion  was 
made  to  proceed  to  the  election  by  ballot  of  a  first  assistant  in 
the  Weston-street  Primary  School  the  point  of  order  was  raised 
that  before  proceeding  to  the  election  of  such  an  instructor  there 
must  be  a  nomination  for  the  position  reported  by  the  Superin- 
tendent ;  that  the  chair  ruled  that  the  point  of  order  was  not  well 
taken,  and  that  on  an  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  chair  5  votes 
were  recorded  against  the  decision,  and  that  thereupon  the  com- 
mittee proceeded  to  an  election,  and  18  votes  were  reported  to  be 
thrown,  and  your  records  show  that  twenty-two  members  were 
present  ;  of  the  18  votes  Miss  Cunningham  was  reported  to  have 
had  13  votes  ;  that  the  Chair  thereupon  declared  Miss  Cunning- 
ham elected  as  first  assistant  in  the  Weston-street  Primary  School, 
and  that  subsequently  a  motion  was  made  to  reconsider  this  vote  ; 
the  Chair  ruled  that  the  vote  could  not  be  reconsidered,  and  on  an 
appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Chair,  the  Chair  was  sustained  by 
a,  vote  of  11  to  3  ;  that  this  stands  as  the  recorded  vote  of  the 
School  Committee  at  the  meeting  at  which  the  election  of  Miss 
Cunningham  took  place.  I  find  that  at  the  next  meeting,  held 
on  October  22,  the  records  of  the  last  meeting  (the  meeting  of 
October  8)  were  amended  in  a  manner  not  pertaining  to  the  elec- 
tion of  Miss  Cunningham,  and  that  subsequently  the  reading  of 
the  records  was  omitted  and  the  committee  approved  them  as 
printed,  showing  the  facts  I  have  stated  above. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  even  if  a  rule  of  the  committee  required 
a  nomination  to  be  made  of  a  teacher  before  such  teacher  could  be 
voted  for,  the  decision  of  the  Chair  that  a  nomination  was  not 
required  in  the  case  in  question  against  supporting  which  decision 
only  5  members  voted  out  of  twenty-two  members  present,  this 
fact  would  not  affect  the  action  of  the  School  Committee,  and  I 
am  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  Miss  Cunningham  was  duly 
elected  as  first  assistant  of  the  Weston-street  Primary  School.

Tlie   Committee  on   Music  submit  the  following  report  with  Report  of 
regard  to  the  conduct  of  that  department,  together  with  certain  Committee  on 
recommendations,   the  adoption  of  which  they  believe  will  in- 
crease its  efficiency. 

In  1895  there  were  five  special  instructors  of  music,  —  one  in 
the  Latin  and  High  Schools,  four  in  the  Grammar  Schools,  and 
four  assistant  instructors  in  music  who  were  assigned  to  the 
Primary  Schools.  Subsequently,  by  death  and  resignation,  the 
following  vacancies  occurred:  the  position  of  one  instructor  in 
the  High  Schools,  of  two  in  the  Grammar  Schools,  and  of  one 
assistant  instructor  in  the  Primary  Schools,  the  latter  position 
remaining  unfilled. 

In  1899  the  Board  re-established  the  position  of  Director  of 
Music,  and  elected  to  that  position  James  M.  McLaughlin.  In 
1900,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Music,  the 
Board  adopted  a  plan  for  the  reorganization  of  the  department, 
upon  the  following  basis :  A  Director,  one  Assistant  Director  to 
have  charge  of  the  music  in  the  High  Schools  ;  two  Assistant 
Directors  for  the  Grammar  Schools,  each,  with  his  assistant,  to 
take  charge  of  half  of  the  Grammar  Schools  ;  one  Assistant  Direc- 
tor in  the  Primary  Schools,  with  three  assistants,  to  have  charge 
of  the  music  in  all  the  Primary  Schools.  The  special  instructors 
in  music  who  were  then  in  the  service  were  reappointed  by  the 
Board  as  follows  :  Director  of  Music,  James  M.  McLaughlin; 
Assistant    Director,    Grammar   Schools,    Leonard    B.    Marshall; 
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Assistants,  Primary  Schools,  Susan  H.  Hall,  Laura  F.  Taylor,  and 
Mary  L.  McNulty.  There  then  remained  five  vacancies  to  be 
filled,  and  in  order  that  properly  qualified  candidates  might  he 
obtained,  a  special  examination  was  held  in  October  of  that  year, 
and  certificates  were  granted  to  successful  candidates.  The 
committee,  realizing  the  importance  of  having  men  and  women 
of  character  and  ability  to  fill  these  important  places,  took  time 
to  investigate  thoroughly  the  qualifications  of  each  candidate,  the 
final  result  being  the  appointment  of  the  following-named  per- 
sons: Grant  Drake,  Assistant  Director  in  Music,  High  Schools; 
John  A.  O'Shea,  Assistant  Director  in  Music,  Grammar  Schools; 
Albert  G.  Mitchell,  Assistant  Director  in  Music,  Primary  Schools ; 
Helen  A.  Brick,  Assistant  in  Music,  Grammar  Schools;  Nellie  I. 
Woodbury,  Assistant  in  Music,  Grammar  Schools,  —  and  it  affords 
your  committee  pleasure  to  commend,  with  some  slight  excep- 
tions, the  work  performed  by  these  recent  appointees. 

Your  committee  have  conferred  with  the  Director  and  Assist- 
ant Directors  of  Music  with  regard  to  the  conduct  of  their  depart- 
ment and  the  conditions  existing  therein,  and  have  received  from 
them  reports  upon  the  condition  of  music  in  the  schools.  These 
reports  contain  certain  recommendations  with  which  your  com- 
mittee are  in  accord,  all  of  which  are  summarized  for  the  informa- 
tion of  the  Board,  as  follows :  — 

Albert  G.  Mitchell,  Assistant  Director  in  Music,  having  charge 
of  the  Primary  Schools,  reports  as  follows: 

(1.)  Lack  of  proper  equipment,  such  as  charts,  books,  chro- 
matic pitch  pipes,  time  pendulums,  staff  rulers,  etc. 

(2.)  Lack  of  an  organized,  well-thought-out,  matured  plan  of 
instruction,  especially  laid  out  for  very  young  children. 

(3.)  That  the  work  demanded  by  the  present  course  of  study 
is  beyond  the  capacity  of  the  children  (5  to  10  years)  forming  the 
Primary  grades. 

(4.)  That  the  impossibility  of  teaching  nine  keys  has  caused 
much  discouragement  and  distress  on  the  part  of  the  grade 
teachers. 

(5.)  That  the  daily  interval  and  time  drill  is  dry  and  uninterest- 
ing, and  that  there  is  lack  of  proper  breathing  drill,  and  voice 
culture  exercises. 

(6.)  That  the  effort  to  secure  large  results  in  note  reading  has 
resulted  in  injury  to  the  pupils1  voices. 

(7.)  That  a  number  of  the  grade  teachers  require  musical  in- 
struction. 

Recommends  as  follows : 

(1.)  More  complete  supply  of  charts,  books,  pitch  pipes,  time 
pendulums,  blackboard  liners  and  pianos. 

(2.)     Revision  of  course  of  study  for  Primary  Schools. 
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(:>.)     The  immediate  reduction  from  nine  to  three,  of  the  num- 
ber of  keys  required  to  be  taught. 

(4.)     That  more  attention  be  given  to  proper  vocalization. 
(5.)     The  appointment  of  more  and  better  assistants. 
(6.)     That  the  grade  teachers  be  given  proper  instruction. 
(7.)     An  increase  to  15  minutes  a  day  for  musical  instruction. 


John  A.  O'Shea,  Assistant  Director  in  Music,  having  charge 
of  half  of  the  Grammar  Schools,  reports,  as  follows  : 

(1.)  Lack  of  proper  equipment  of  charts,  books,  etc. 

(2.)  Pianos  not  properly  cared  for. 

(8.)  Overcrowded  condition  of  some  schools  interferes  with 
the  work  of  instruction. 

(4. )  Work  fairly  good  where  proper  supervision  has  been  given. 

(5.)  Need  of  instruction  upon  the  part  of  grade  teachers. 

(6.)  Need  of  plan  of  instruction  covering  each  grade. 

Eecommends  as  follows  : 

(1.)  More  complete  equipment  of  charts,  books,  blackboard 
liners  and  pianos,  and  that  more  attention  be  given  to  the  proper 
care  of  the  latter. 

(2.)  That  instruction  be  given  to  the  grade  teachers  so  that  the 
lessons  in  each  grade  may  be  given  on  a  uniform  plan. 

(3.)  That  the  piano  be  used  only  after  the  exercises  and  songs 
have  been  learned  by  the  pupils  unaided. 

(4.)     That  the  time  allowance  for  music  be  increased. 


Leonard  B.  Marshall,  Assistant  Director  in  Music,  having 
charge  of  half  of  the  Grammar  Schools,  reports  as  follows  : 

(1.)     Some  of  the  schools  are  without  charts. 

(2.)     Some  of  the  pianos  are  old  and  worn. 

(3.)     Voices  have  improved. 

(4.)  On  the  whole,  work  done  by  the  teachers  and  pupils 
under  his  supervision,  commendable. 

(5.)  Number  of  districts  assigned  to  him  and  his  assistant  are 
too  many  to  allow  of  proper  supervision. 

(6.)  Lack  of  proficiency  on  the  part  of  many  of  the  grade 
teachers. 

(7.)     Plan  of  instruction  not  uniform. 

Recommends  as  follows  : 

(1.)     That  old  pianos  be  replaced  by  new  and  better  ones. 
(2.)     That  time  allowed  for  musical  instruction  be  increased. 
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Grant  Drake,  Assistant  Director  in  Music,  having  charge  of  the 
High  Schools,  reports  as  follows  : 

(1.)  Some  of  the  schools  have  been  without  supervision  for 
more  than  a  year,  and  others  for  several  years. 

(2.)  False  intonation  is  the  rule  rather  than  the  exception,  the 
vocal  work  in  general  being  open  to  severe  criticism. 

(3.)  Sight  reading  is  an  unknown  quantity,  making  the  piano 
indispensable  to  the  rendering  of  even  the  simplest  part  songs. 

(4.)  It  is  no  exaggeration  to  say  that  a  large  minority  of  the 
schools  find  it  difficult  to  "  carry  a  part,"  without  the  most  pro- 
longed drill,  and  in  many  cases  fail  even  then  ;  this  applies  with 
greater  measure  to  the  boys  than  to  the  girls,  but  the  schools  as 
a  whole  are  much  affected. 

(5.)  An  ideal  course  of  instruction,  under  such  conditions,  being 
out  of  the  question,  the  attempt  has  been  made,  first,  to  create 
an  interest  in,  and  enthusiasm  for,  musical  work  ;  second,  to 
secure  accurate  and  tuneful  part  work,  by  using  some  of  the 
simpler  part  songs,  thus  setting  a  proper  standard  of  rendition. 

(6.)  A  most  hopeful  sign,  and  one  that  means  much  for  our 
future  results,  is  the  intense  desire  on  the  part  of  most  of  the 
pupils  to  take  up  musical  work.  In  the  English  High  School, 
where  music  has  not  been  attempted  for  years,  no  less  than  one 
hundred  boys  stay  after  the  regular  session  to  take  music,  and 
almost  half  as  many  more  have  had  to  be  rejected  on  account  of 
being  vocally  inadequate.  This  represents  but  a  small  proportion 
who  would  take  up  the  subject  if  other  and  previously  chosen 
studies  did  not  conflict.  In  some  other  schools  many  of  the  ad- 
vanced and  senior  classes,  who  are  not  obliged  to  take  music,  are 
seeking  admission  to  the  music  class. 

Recommends  : 

CI.)     A  liberal  supply  of  the  best  supplementary  song  material. 


We  have  quoted  at  a  greater  length  from  the  report  of  the  Assist- 
ant Director  of  High  Schools  than  from  the  others,  thinking 
that  it  might  interest  you,  as  it  has  the  committee,  to  learn  of  the 
conditions  found  in  the  High  Schools  after  nine  years  of  musical 
instruction  of  these  pupils  in  the  Primary  and  Grammar  grades, 
and  *[although  this  Board  has  given  the  Committee  on  Music 
scant  sympathy  or  support]  the  importance  of  reorganizing  and 
properly  equipping  the  department  of  music  in  our  schools  must 
now  be  apparent  to  all. 


James  M.  McLaughlin,  Director  of  Music,  reports  as  follows  : 
(1.)     There  is  lack  of  proper  equipment,  charts,   books,   pitch 
pipes,  blackboard  liners,  etc.,  especially  in  the  Primary  Schools.

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(2.)  The  pianos  are  well  tuned,  but  not  properly  cleaned  and 
repaired. 

(3.)  Tho  condition  of  music  has  boon  unsatisfactory,  especially 
in  the  Primary  Schools. 

(4.)  There  is  nood  of  one  more  assistant  in  both  tho  Primary 
and  Grammar  Schools. 

(5.)  Some  of  tho  present  assistants  are  not  doing  satisfactory 
work. 

(ti.)  Tho  outlook  is  promising,  the  Assistant  Directors  are 
working  energetically  and  loyally. 

Recommends : 

(1.)  That  the  schools  be  given  a  more  liberal  supply  of  charts, 
books,  pitch-pipes,  etc. 

(2.)  That  the  scope  of  music  in  the  Normal  and  High  Schools 
be  broadened,  and  that  these  schools  bo  allowed  to  acquire  a 
library  of  songs,  reference  books,  histories,  dictionaries,  etc. 

(3.)  That  a  liberal  list  of  supplementary  readers  and  song  books 
be  allowed  for  the  Grammar  and  Primary  Schools. 

(4.)  That  a  course  of  study  be  prepared  for  the  Grammar  and 
High  Schools,  and  that  the  course  of  study  for  the  Primary 
Schools  be  revised. 

(5.)  That  all  specific  musical  instruction  be  given  in  the  regu- 
lar  class-rooms. 

As  already  stated,  your  committee  agree  substantially  with  the 
foregoing  statements.  They  believe  that  the  work  having  now 
been  well  started  upon  a  satisfactory  basis,  that  the  Director  and 
Assistant  Directors,  with  proper  support,  will  be  able  to  a  accom- 
plish more  satisfactory  results  in  the  future  than  in  the  past. 
To  the  end  that  the  recommendations  which  your  committee 
desire  to  make,  may  receive  proper  consideration,  they 
recommend  the  passage  of  the  following  orders.

The  School  Committee,  on  April  23d,  appropriated  the  sum 
of  $1,000  to  be  used  under  the  direction  of  the  evening  school  com- 
mittee for  the  purpose  of  giving  lectures  in  the  several  evening 
schools. 

In  pursuance  of  that  order,  the  evening  school  committee 
desires  to  make  a  partial  report  of  its  action,  showing  the  aim  and 
purpose  of  the  undertaking,  the  work  accomplished  during  the 
fall,  and  the  intention  of  the  committee  for  the  future. 

In  considering  this  whole  matter^the  committee  has  kept  con- 
stantly in  mind  the  idea  of  making  these  lectures  instructive 
rather  than  simply  entertaining;  perhaps  it  would  be  more  exact 
to  say  that  it  has  been  the  intention  to  make  them  interestingly 
instructive.  The  subjects  selected  have  been  those  closely  re- 
lated to  the  regular  subjects  of  study  pursued  in  the  several 
schools. 

The  lectures  thus  far,  with  one  exception,  have  been  illustrated 
by  use  of  the  stereopticon,  and  have  necessarily  been  confined  to 
those  schools  which  are  furnished  with  means  of  lighting  the  hall 
and  corridors.  Some  of  the  buildings  are  connected  with  the 
electrical  current,  and  thus  the  electrical  lantern  can  be  used.  In 
others,  where  the  hall  and  corridors  are  lighted  by  gas  and  not 
connected  with  the  electrical  current,  it  has  been  necessary  to  use 
the  calcium-lighted  lantern.  But  those  schools  which  are  not 
provided  with  means  of  lighting  the  halls  are  deprived  of  this 
interesting  and  instructive  method  of  education. 
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Would  It  not  be  advisable  for  tlie  committee  to  suggest  and 
request  that  the  Schoolhouso  Commission  provide  all  of  the 
evening  schools  with  the  proper  accommodations  of  lighting,  so 
that  illustrated  evening  lectures  can  be  given  ?  Of  course,  it  is 
unnecessary  to  suggest  that  wherever  the  proper  means  for  light- 
ing are  furnished,  the  day  school  also  will  have  the  benefit  of  the 
electrical  attachment,  and  can  use  the  light  for  lectures  and  talks 
by  the  regular  teachers,  as  is  now  done  in  many  parts  of  the  city, 
where  they  are  fortunate  in  having  the  electrical  attachment. 
This  method  of  instruction  has  been  used  so  much,  and  so  effect- 
ively, that  it  is  beginning  to  be  considered  almost  indispensable 
in  the  equipment  of  a  well-furnished  school.  It  has  the  double 
advantage  of  giving  instruction  through  the  two  great  avenues  to 
the  human  mind  —  the  eye  and  the  ear- — at  the  same  time. 

It  was  deemed  inadvisable  to  commence  the  course  of  lectures 
before  November,  as  the  principals  of  the  evening  schools  desired 
the  month  of  October  for  admitting  the  pupils  and  organizing 
the  several  classes  of  their  schools.  The  first  lecture  was  given 
November  1st  at  the  Franklin  School.  Since  that  time  there 
have  been  given  eleven  lectures  on  subjects  connected  with 
geography,  and  in  every  case  but  one  by  persons  who  had  person- 
ally visited  the  places  described. 

The  lectures  thus  far  have  been  given,  with  one  exception,  by 
persons  officially  connected  with  the  school  —  masters  and  sub- 
masters.  The  committee  was  anxious  in  the  beginning  to  engage 
only  those  lecturers  who  had  had  experience  in  dealing  with 
young  people  and  knew  how  to  reach  them.  Correspondence 
has  been  carried  on  with  many  of  our  well-known  public  men, 
and  a  course  of  lectures  would  have  been  started  in  the  Evening 
High  School  in  December  but  for  the  prevalence  of  contagious 
diseases  in  that  locality.  It  is  hoped  that  during  the  months  of 
January  and  February  something  will  be  done  in  that  direction. 
We  have  already  the  consent  of  President  Pritchett  of  the  Insti- 
tute of  Technology,  Mrs.  Mary  A.  Livermore  of  Melrose,  Hon. 
Josiah  Quincy  of  Boston,  Professor  Barton  of  the  Institute  of 
Technology,  Rev.  Edward  Everett  Hale  and  Mr.  Thomas  A. 
Mullen. 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  committee  to  touch,  if  possible,  every 
pupil  connected  with  our  evening  schools  in  such  way  that  his 
life  will  be  brighter,  his  will  stronger,  his  aspirations  higher,  and 
his  whole  nature  ennobled  and  invigorated. 

Besides  the  illustrated  lectures  with  the  stereopticon  it  is  the 
wish  of  the  committee  that  a  few  lectures  of  an  inspirational 
nature  be  given  by  able  speakers.  Lectures  that  will  appeal  to 
the  ideal  in  human  life  and  action  and  exert  an  influence  on  the 
young  men  and  women  of  our  evening  schools,  leading  them  to 
stronger  efforts  and  greater  self-denial  in  striving  after  what  is 
best  and  most  enduring  in  private  life  and  public  service. 
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The  testimony  of  the  principals  of  the  schools  where  lectures 
have  already  been  given  has  been  very  encouraging,  as  they 
speak  in  strong  terms  of  the  interest  shown  by  the  pupils,  and, 
without  reserve,  they  heartily  indorse  this  method  of  public 
instruction. 

It  seems  unnecessary  at  this  late  date  to  suggest  that  giving 
instruction  by  means  of  the  stereopticon  is  in  any  sense  experi- 
mental. It  has  been  used  in  some  of  the  regular  day  schools  of 
Boston  for  over  ten  years.  Very  effective  work  has  been  done, 
and  much  skilful  teaching  given  in  our  schools  by  the  use  of  the 
solar  camera.  Other  cities,  notably  New  York  and  Chicago,  have 
used  this  method  of  instruction  for  a  long  time. 

It  would  seem  self-evident  that  every  means  should  be  em- 
ployed by  the  School  Board  to  use  and  make  available  the  great 
school  plant  of  the  city  of  Boston  for  uplifting  and  educating  the 
young  people  of  the  city.  The  school-houses  should  be  not  only 
educational  centres  for  making  good  citizens  of  our  boys  and 
girls  in  the  day-time,  but  they  should  all  be  equipped  in  such  a 
manner  that  in  the  evening  they  will  be  educational  centres  of 
interest  and  power,  making  for  good  citizenship  and  influencing 
all  in  the  community  towards  a  high  American  citizenship.

The  Committee  on  Hygiene    and    Physical    Training,    report  Report  of  Com- 
that  at  a  meeting  of  the  Board  held  May  22,  1900,  a  communi-  ™utfe  on 
cation  received  from  the  Boston  Society  for  Medical  Improvement,  physical 
strongly  recommending  the   use    in  our  schools  of  adjustable  Training  on 
school  furniture  and  the  discontinuance  of  furniture  of  fixed  pat-  adjustable 
tern,  was  referred  to  this  committee,  who,  together  with  the  furnituie- 
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Committee  on  School  Houses,  already  had  under  consideration 
an  order  introduced  at  a  previous  meeting  of  the  Board  that 
all  furniture  purchased  for  new  permanent  school-houses 
should  be  of  adjustable  pattern.  On  June  12,  1900,  said  com- 
mittees reported  their  conclusions,  which  were  that  the  advan- 
tages to  be  derived  from  the  use  of  adjustable  furniture  are  far  in 
excess  of  the  possible  slight  increase  in  expense;  that  the  time 
had  come  for  the  general  adoption  in  the  public  schools  of  the 
most  approved  form  of  adjustable  furniture,  and  that  the  old  style 
furniture  of  fixed  pattern  should  be  gradually  displaced.  An 
order  was  passed  by  the  Board  providing  that  all  furniture  pur- 
chased for  new  permanent  school-houses  should  thereafter  be  of 
adjustable  pattern.  Your  committee  deem  this  a  matter  of  great 
importance,  and  are  of  the  opinion  that  no  more  non-adjustable 
furniture  should  be  purchased  ;  that  the  policy  adopted  last  year 
should  be  continued  until  every  school-room  throughout  the  city 
is  fully  equipped  with  adjustable  furniture,  and  that  no  exception 
should  be  made  with  regard  to  the  portable  school-houses,  so 
called,  a  large  number  of  which  have  lately  been  built  for  the  ac- 
commodation of  pupils  who  cannot  be  received  into  regular  school 
buildings,  but  who,  nevertheless,  are  entitled  to  the  same  appli- 
ances and  conveniences  as  are  other  pupils. 

Your  committee  recommend  that  a  copy  of  this  report  be  trans- 
mitted to  the  Board  of  Schoolhouse  Commissioners  as  an  expres- 
sion of  the  views  of  this  Board  upon  the  subject  of  school 
furniture.
